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“Frightfulness ”’ 
At Strathmore 


Everyone has heard of the meth- 
sds by which the ‘tkultured” Ger- 
mans attempt to strike terror into 
the hearts of these who dare to dis- 
pute with them the right to a slice 
ot Mother Earth. Zeppelins, sub- 
marines, gas, etc., are their usual

Even bere “‘frightfulness” exisis 
in amild form but the exponent of 
“kul uc’ who used it did not find 
his process effective, as he is now 
in Calgary jail, with the prospect of 
i stay tor the duration of the war 
in some detention camp, with other 
similarly minded compatriots. 

“Threatening lingusge’” was the 
term applied to this particul wotorm 
of ‘frightfulness” in’ the official 
indictinent. 

It appears that on Thursday even- 
ing three of the men employed on 
Johony Schultz’ threshing outfit, 
having been forced to quit work on 
account of the big rain, were sitting 
in the cook's caboose, and naturally, 
like good British subjects, spent 
their spare time in discussing the 
war. A German fellow-workman, 
Anton Thiel, had been outside, and 
the cook invited him to come in out 
ot the wet and get warm. Anton 
came in, but did not like the way 
the discussion was going, and 
chirped in, Berostorffian manner, 
with his own view on the subjeet. 

Atter Herr Thiel informed the 
other inmates of the caboose that 
he was in complete accord with 
the policy that had resulted in the 
overruoning of Belgium, and with 
the German pol cy in the Lusitania 
matter, the cook, Allan Myles, re- 
torted that he would throw bim out 
in the stubble. Herr Thiel, who 
throughout the latter portion ct the 
discussion had been playfully bran- 
dishing « big bunting knife, told the 
cook *'I'|I fix you,” and shortly after- 
wards went out. The cook, know- 
ing that Thiel owned a rifle, did noi 
take any chance on being ‘fixed,” 


ind went into town and informed 
Constable Ware. Next day Con- 
stable Ware went out and arrested 


Thiel, knife, rifle and all, and on 
Saturday he was brought before 
Justices Lambert and Vickery. 

He denied having used the lang- 
uiage complained of, but the evidence 
ot the three men in the tent was 
e ear on that point, and he was sen 
tenced to two weeks imprisonment 
During that time the authorities will 
have time to investiyvate, and he will 
probably be interned as an unregis- 
tered alien with arms in his poss- 
ession.

More about | the Ducks 


The now famous duck shooting 
case was brought up tor the third 
time on Saturday, and it seems that 
the end is not yet. 

Following on the disagreement of 
Justices Lambert and Vickery, as 
reported in last issue, the case was 
to have been reheard on Saturday 
of last week betore Justice of the 
Peace Martins Mr Martin was how- 
ever, unitble to appear, being now 
in the country's service as a member 
of the 56'h battallion and as a cor- 
ollary having been vaccinated a few 
days ago, 

Justice Vickery was ca'led in, but 
stated that not having beea able to 
vive a decision last week, he did 
not think that he was competent to 
grant an adjournment. 

Consequentiy, it has been found 
necessary to issue tresh summonses, 
and it is expected that the case will 
be re-heard on Saturday of this 
week, before an imported Magis- 
trate or Magistrates. 

It is stated that the defence have 
engaged one of the most prominent 
court lawyers in Calgary, and the 
proceedings may be even more ine 
teresting than those of the previous 
trial.

Weather Affects 
Threshing 


Instead of threshing being well 
thead, and grain being marketed 
freely, as might have been reason- 
ably hoped trom the time in which 
cutting was completed, very little 
threshing has been done although 
the machines have been out in some 
cases for about two weeks. 


The reason, of course, is the un- 
settled nature of the weather, 
Threshing was just getting started
